of scientists and technicians and 
will have a life of atleast 10 years. 

A primary need for such a 
station is a completely new 
space transport system con¬ 
sisting of re-usable vehicles, 
which could ferry crews to and 
from the space stations. 

Re-usable vehicles of this type 
are called space shuttles. Several 
design studies on them are 
already being carried out. 

As at present envisaged, space 
shuttles will be powered by 
rocket engines and will take off 
vertically from the launching pad 

A space shuttle will consist of 
an orbiter vehicle and a booster 
element. The orbiter vehicle will 
contain crew, passenger and 
cargo accommodation, as well as 
fuel for the orbital and landing 
phases of the mission. 

The booster will carry the fuel 
needed to achieve orbit. It will 
also be manned, and have a 
power system that will enable it 
to return to earth and make a 
horizontal landing on an airport. 

A central reason for construc¬ 
ting a space station or space 6asd 
in earth orbit is to provide a 
facility for research that cannot 
be conducted here on earth. 
Like laboratories on earth, the 
space facility would be outfitted 
with advanced equipment and 
instruments, and staffed with re¬ 
search and engineering per¬ 
sonnel. One use for such a 
laboratory would be to conduct 
fundamental obysics research. 
For exaippieA using eosmic ray 
particles that are thousands of 
times more energetic than any 
that can be produced in the 



largest particle accelerators on 
the ground, fundamental experi¬ 
ments would be conjurer! pn 
the constitution of element y 
nuclear particles. The laboratory 
would also be used for experi¬ 
ments on processes that, when 
taking place on the ground, 
normally depend on gravity 
gradients for particle diffusion. 
Such activities would lead to use 
of the laboratory for the growth 
and purification of crystals and 
materials for solid-state electronic 
devices. 

One of the most fruitful areas 
of research is expected to be in 
the field cf biomedicine. The 


opportunity to experiment on 
and observe men, animals, and 
other biological organisms under 
space conditions, which r re 
fundamentally different from 
conditions on earth, will be a 
powerful supplement to ground- 
based research. 

Astronomy is another area of 
science that has a very long-term ' 

interest in a manned space v 

station or base. 

The space station and the 
shuttle are, in fact, the keystones 
to the next major accomplish¬ 
ments of America's space pro¬ 
gramme, the Space Task Grou* 
believes.

It may well be that the moon came 
from somewhere elee in space and 

was captured by earth*a gravity, or 
that it and the earth vers farmed 
at the same time and out ef the s aae 
matter. 

But the noticable differences in moon 
and earth chemistry, the scientists 
said, seem to rule out a third theoyy , 
that the moon Is a fragment that ripped 
of the earth, when the earth was young. 

Of equal interest to the scientists is 
what they did not find.

Some Apollo 11 samples from the sea 
of tranquility are at least 3*500 
million years old.
